He was an exceptionlly short- 
legged red, with an ideal head, broad, full chine. low flanks, a wonderful loin and 
strong quarters; evenly balanced thr oughout and smoothly covered with a rich 
quality of flesh. He was sired by Commander 79556. out of Duchess of Gloster by 
imp. Julius 56643; second dam imp. 22d Duchess of Gloster by Barmpton Prince 45247. 
His sire, Commander, was bred by Mr. James I. Davidson, of Canada, who was for 
some years agent for the sale of Mr. Cruickshank’s cattle in North America. Tmp. 
Julius was a half-brother, through his sire, Barmpton (37763), to the celebrated imp. 
Baron Victor, so famous in the herd of Col. W. A. Harris. 


LorpD LANCASTER 5TH, a Cruickshank bull at the head of Forbes Bros’. herd for 
several years, impressing upon his progeny much of his own genuine Scoteh char- 
acter. He was a red, sired by imp. Julius (48973), dam the Sittyton Lavender cow 
imp. Mary Ann of Laneaster 7th by Royal Lancaster (45535); second dam Mary Ann of 
Laneaster 3d by Hope of Britain (34179); third dam Mary Ann of Lancaster by Baro- 
net (30448) ; fourth dam Anne of Lancaster by Lord Raglan (13244).
